It shows that /severe 
fighting was going on -with our forces 
advanced as far north as Mariloa, while 
the insurgents, under- the command of 
Aguinaldo, ' were being driven back 
witk, considerable slaughter. This and 
the press dispatches satisfied this .of- 
ficials that the strategic movement of 
entrapping the insurgents between our 
lines, had not proved as successful as 
^designed, and that the move had now 
shifted to a retreat by Aguihaldo's . 
forces and a pursuit by. our troops. 


The insurgent retreat toward Mal- 


olos: was slow^ and dogged, and ad- 
vantage was taken of one after -an- 
other of lines, of intrenchments; the 
turning of bridges and the interrupt- 
ing'of communications. 


The engagement has now shaped it- 


self so that it is looked upon as more 
of , a chase' 'than 
the 'execution 'of a 


strategic movement. With the Amer- 
ican base advanced to Mariloa, and the 
insurgent base forced back to Malolos, 
the main bodies of the two opposing 
forces are about 10 or 12 miles apart 
This co_uld be quickly covered ;in a 
forced march under fair conditions, 
but it is 12 miles of innumerable dif- 
ficulties and 'obstacles, which 
our 


troops, must cover before they ^eag'h 
the' insurgents' stronghold. 


It is expected that the engineers with 


MacArthur are hastily repairing the 
burned bridges. This will permit the 
artillery to be taken forward, .as well 
«s the infantry columns. It is expected 
that1 every mile of the distance to 
Malolos will be contested by the in- 
surgents, for General Otis reports that 
t.t is a stretch of country covered with 
tie intrenchments thrown up during 
the last three months. Our men, there- 
fore, must advance slowly, repairing 
the roads as they go, and at the same 
time they must fight their way through 
well made rebel intrenchments. 


Serious as the work is, there is no 


- lack of confidence among officials 'here 


as to the satisfactory outcome of the 
campaign. 
Malolos is the insurgent 


capital, where the assembly has been 
sitting, and the insurgent -government 
has been in operation. - It represents 
more to the insurgents than any other 
place in the Philippines, and little 
doubt is- entertained that they will 
xnalce a desperate stand there. 


The tactics of Aguinaldo are taking 


him gradually beyond the range of Ad- 
"miral Dewey'a gruns. While the insur- 
gents were at Malabon on Saturday 
they were within a mile of the water 
front, and easily ., within range of the 
fleet. But as they have moved north- 
ward they have gradually moved away 
from the bay. Malolos is about seven 
miles back from 
the bay, although 


there are shallow estuaries .which 
would permit light, draft boats to get 
within a mile or two.
